against the glass — with a soft cloth. 
It burnishes, however, on the face 
as well as on the back. Then the 
letters arc backed. The exact shape 
of the letter is painted over the 
back of the gold leaf to fix it and 
protect it; and when the back is dry 
the gold leaf projecting beyond the 
outline of the letter is brushed off; 
it is not sought to save this pro- 
jecting leaf, there is not enough of 
it to pay for the labor that would be 
involved in gathering it together. 
Then the outside lettering, which is 
done with paint that is but little 
more than oil, is rubbed. off, and the 
lustrous gold lettering is revealed.—

Agents are requested to notify this 
Department by telegraph when any 
lose occurs in which unauthorized 
companies are interested in order 
that any person or persons attempt- 
ing to act for the company in the ad- 
justment of a loss may beapprebend- 
ed and punished for violation of the 
Jaw. 

Property owners who go outside the 
State to place their insurance in com- 
panies that have not complied with 
the provisions of the State law, must 
also go outside the State to have their 
losses adjusted, as it is unlawful for 
any person to act as agent or adjuster 
for a company not licensed by this 
department.
